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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The entirety of page 17, the first paragraph of 
page 18, and the entirety of pages 21 and 22 consist of a substantial duplicate of pages 16-18 of Applicant's November 19, 2008 response. 
The Examiner's response to these remarks may be found on pages 2-3 of her March 4, 2009 Office Action. The remainder of Applicant's 
remarks, namely pages 1 8-20 consist of portions of the Hardy reference relied upon by the Examiner accompanied by Applicant's allegation 
that Hardy does not disclose "requireing or not requiring approval from an entity associated with a requesting user, based on the type of 
user requesting the action." In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it 
is noted that the features upon which applicant relies are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of 
the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). Applicant's claims call for requiring or not requiring approval from an entity associated with a requesting user, however 
Applicant's claims call for each workflow corresponding to a different set of characteristics for a user, wherein each workflow contains a set 
of directives and wherein the first of the workflows calls for pobtaining an approval while the second workflow does not. and wherein the first 
workflow corresponds to said first certificate related action and a set of charactertists for said first user, those characteristics including a 
user type. While the abovementioned claim limitations do in fact include mention of a user type and of a first and a second workflow, one of 
which calls for obtaining and approval and one which does not, the Examiner is unable to find within these limitations of claim 1 , or the 
remainder of claim 1 , Applicant's alleged "requiring or not requiring approval from an entity associated with a requesting user based on the 
type of user requesting the action." Insofar as Applicant's remarks amount to a duplicate of previous remarks made, and remarks targetted 
to features which are not claims, the Examiner maintains her rejection of the claims in their entirety. 
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
